Denominations of the Roman 
Empire

Take a look at coin denominations used in the Roman Empire from the accession 
of Augustus to the loss of Roman territories. 

This month we'll survey coin denominations used in the Roman Empire from the 
accession of Augustus in 27 B.C. to the loss of Roman territories in Europe in 
A.D. 476. Only the main denominations will be discussed, though there were 
various fractions and multiples. In addition to the “imperial” coinages, there was a 
bewildering variety of provincial coins struck to local standards. 

The Roman coinage system underwent constant adjustments and reforms, and if 
observed over the long course of history it is a mirror to the rise and fall of Rome’s 
fortunes. There was a steady decline in the intrinsic value of Roman coins, which 
rebounded only briefly in moments of reform that were well-intended but typically 
ineffective. 


The core denominations in the early empire were 
the copper “as”, the silver denarius and the gold 
aureus. The as had been a fundamental unit 



VI v/ since the earliest days of Republican coinage 


and was in regular use for more than 500 years. 


During imperial times it was struck in great quantity along with its sister- 
denominations, the brass dupondius (worth two asses) and the brass sestertius 
(four asses). Over time the composition of dupondii and sestertii was degraded, 
and they lost their golden-color. 

The empire’s main precious metal coins were the silver denarius and gold aureus; 
both were struck in tremendous quantities and were the backbone of the Roman 



monetary system. Denarii must have been 
popular for larger daily transactions, and almost 
certainly were a common medium for the 
payment of wages. Gold aurei were of 
significantly greater value and would have been 
used only for high-level transactions.

The structure of this money system was virtually 
unchanged for nearly 250 years, despite being 
subject to reductions in weight and composition. 
In A.D. 214 or 215 the Emperor Caracalla (A.D. 
198-217) introduced an important new 
denomination: the double-denarius. Colloquially 
known today as an antoninianus, it was about 1.5 times the weight of a denarius 
but seems to have been intended as a double. By about A.D. 241 it had replaced 
the denarius. 

As Rome's fortunes plummeted, so did the 
integrity of its coinage. For example, by the 
260s the weight of the gold aureus had become 
inconsistent and sometimes extremely low. 

Furthermore, the purity of the double-denarius 
— by then struck on ragged, irregular planchets — had dropped to less than two 
percent, and the major copper denominations ceased to be issued regularly. 

The emperor Aurelian (A.D. 270-275) attempted to reform the increasingly 
worthless coinage, mainly by introducing a coin that contained five percent silver. 
This coin often is thought to be an upgraded double-denarius, but it is in fact an 
entirely new denomination that scholars call an aurelianianus. This attractive coin 
survived about thirty years. 

Denominations in the late empire are more complex than those of earlier times, 
and the relational values are often a complete mystery. This is mainly because 
inflation was out of control and even the best laid plans for coin values could

become obsolete in a short period of time. 


Another great coinage reformer, Diocletian (A.D. 284-305), is best known for his 
reforms in other areas, including provincial administration, taxation and the 
military. His naive attempt to control inflation by dictating maximum prices on a 
wide range of goods and services was a dismal failure, and only caused prices to 
spiral even further out of control. 

In an effort to tame the economy, Diocletian reformed the coinage by scrapping all 
of the old denominations except the gold aureus. He introduced a high-purity 
silver coin that is known today as an argenteus, and a large and heavy copper 
coin alloyed with a small amount of silver that often is called a follis, but is more 
correctly termed a nummus. 

The argenteus was a dismal failure because it 
was such a good coin: it rarely circulated since it 
left the empire via trade or was hoarded. The 
nummus found regular use, though its weight and 
purity continually declined until it was less than 
one-third of its initial weight and had virtually no silver. 

Constantine I “the Great” (A.D. 307-337) was the 
next important coinage reformer, whose most 
significant contribution was the introduction of a 
lighter gold coin, commonly known as a solidus. 

By A.D. 324 this coin had replaced the aureus. At 
1/72nd of a pound, it set the standard for centuries beyond the collapse of the 
Western Roman Empire. A one-third solidus, called a tremissis, also became an 
important coin in its own right. 

Coins of good silver were also introduced by Constantine. The principal 
denomination, today called a siliqua, was the same weight and purity as the 
argenteus, but was struck on a broader, thinner planchet. Why it succeeded when 
Diocletian's argenteus had failed is a mystery. Some three decades after it had 
been introduced, the weight of the siliqua was reduced and afterward was cut 
further still. 





The base metal and billon coins of the late 
period were the most susceptible to the ravages 
of inflation, and Constantine could do little to 
reform them except to manage their decline with 
continuous reductions in their intrinsic value. 



Production of the nummus halted in about A.D. 318 or 319, by which time it was a 
reduced version of Diocletian’s original coin. It was replaced by a more compact 
coin that is usually called an “AE3” by numismatists. Even this coin eventually 
shrank to the “AE3/4” size, and then the “AE4” size. The smallest version of this 
coin continued to be struck in ever-smaller versions until the beginning of the 
Byzantine age. 

Larger bronze and billon coins were also struck at various times from the mid-4th 
Century onward, including one type commonly called a centenionalis. Others are 
described in the formulaic manner, such as “AE2” or “AE1,” to categorize them by 
size. These, like the AE3s and AE3/4s typically have a trace of silver in their alloy, 
and often had a thin layer of “silvering” on the surface. 

As this general survey shows, assembling a set of Roman coins based on 
denomination would be both interesting and educational, and would allow any 
collector to learn a great deal about the rise and the fall of the Roman Empire. 
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Counterfeit Detection: 1926 
Estonia 10 Marka Struck Over 
1970 Russia Rouble

A counterfeit 1926 Estonia 10 Marka with some unusual characteristics was 
received by NGC several weeks ago. 

A particularly interesting counterfeit 1926 Estonia 10 Marka was received by NGC 
several weeks ago. This issue was not released into circulation and most of the 
mintage was melted, which makes genuine examples quite scarce and valuable 
today. While one might expect that this coin would be targeted by counterfeiters, 
NGC graders were surprised to see that it was overstruck on a Russian rouble 
minted more than 40 years later.

The mushy details and peculiar raised lines served as an initial indication that this 
coin was not genuine. However, the undertype from the host coin was a dead 
giveaway. The letters CCCP were clear and did not resemble the style used on

Soviet coins struck in the 1920s. A closer 
inspection revealed that the host coin was a 
1970 Russia rouble struck to commemorate 
the centennial of Lenin’s birth. 

A 1970 Russia rouble should measure 31mm, 
but this fake is only 26mm — the size of a 
1926 Estonia 10 Marka. The counterfeiter took 
the effort to cut down a 1970 Russia rouble 
into the proper size instead of simply acquiring 
26mm planchets. This unnecessary step made 
the forgery more obvious and it is not clear 
why it was done. Although this is not a 
particularly deceptive fake, it is one of the 
more unusual counterfeits observed by NGC.

Numismatic Books of Interest, 
Part Four

In this last article of a four-part series, David continues the study of his favorite 
books on United States coinage that were published more than 10 years ago and 
may not be known to the current generation of collectors. 

Oftentimes books on a particular numismatic subject 
appear whenever that series is enjoying a burst of 
popularity with collectors. When interest wanes and 
prices recede a bit, so too does the activity of authors 
and publishers. One series that has seen little 
published in recent years is the classic USA 
commemoratives issued 1892-1954. The only recent 
reference is Q. David Bowers’ nifty book issued as part 
of Whitman’s Red Book series. 


For the person who chooses to be a contrarian and 

study this series, there are several truly excellent books from past years that are 
worthy of acquisition or which may be borrowed from the ANA’s Dwight Manley 
Library. While there were a number of monographs published by coin dealers 
during the heyday of this series in the 1920s and ‘30s, these are seen today more 
as curiosities or collectibles and not as useful references. The first book on the 
subject which still holds up today is Arlie R. Slabaugh’s United States 
Commemorative Coinage: The Drama of America as Told by Our Coins. Originally 
published in 1962, the copy in my library is his revised edition from 1975, which 
was issued to coincide with the USA Bicentennial coinage. 



Slabaugh was a talented and prolific author whose byline was seen frequently 
during the 1960s and ‘70s, and he also wrote under pseudonyms whenever 









editors needed his talent but required a seemingly greater diversity of 
contributors. His commemorative book relates some technical and market 
information, but the main theme is the story behind the coin. By this I’m not 
referring so much to the creation of the coin itself, but rather the historical person 
or event being commemorated. There are a number of books which provide 
dates, mintages and prices for the Oregon Trail half dollar series, but if you want 
to learn about the Oregon Trail itself or about pioneer Ezra Meeker, to whom this 
coin meant so much, then Slabaugh is your author. This same depth of research 
and storytelling is repeated for all of the classic commemoratives and makes for a 
true appreciation of America’s rich history. This book is long out of print, but I 
found used copies of either edition on the internet. Prices started at less than five 
dollars, though the 1962 edition is more readily available than the second edition. 
There’s little difference in the content, and either edition is highly recommended. 

In 1967 Don Taxay raised the bar in commemorative literature with his superb 
book titled An Illustrated History of U.S. Commemorative Coinage. In many 
respects this book may be thought of as Volume Two of his monumental work The 
U.S. Mint and Coinage, published the previous year. His research for that 
landmark reference undoubtedly led him to the rich correspondence which is 
reproduced in his commemorative book. Unlike Slabaugh, who focuses on the 
themes being commemorated, Taxay delves into the stories behind each coin’s 
conception, design and minting. He relates how the sponsoring commissions and 
coin legislation came to be, how the designers and sculptors were selected and, 
finally, how the coins were actually struck and the problems encountered with 
certain issues. He reproduces many original drawings and plasters from public 
and private archives, some of which are not traceable today. Taxay also relates all 
the petty drama that arose from conflicts between various parties associated with 
each coin issue. Used copies may be found on the internet at prices ranging from 
$5 to $50, though all seem to be well worn from the descriptions. 

Co-authored by Anthony Swiatek and Walter Breen, The Encyclopedia of United 
States Silver & Gold Commemorative Coins 1892-1954 was widely publicized 
and distributed when it appeared in 1981. Its timing was fortuitous, as the U. S. 
Mint was just about to revive its commemorative series with the coining of a half 
dollar for the 250th anniversary of George Washington’s birth. This book provides 
a wealth of information and is richly illustrated with both coins and related 
memorabilia. Walter Breen contributed the historical background and wrote in his 
most acerbic style, seeing conspiracy and greed behind nearly every coin issue. 
This has turned off some readers, but that’s just the way Walter was in his later 
years. Anthony Swiatek was then and remains today an expert in the 
commemorative coin market, and he provides his insight into collecting the 



commemorative series and its related tie-in items, such as postage stamps, 
original mailing envelopes, brochures, etc. As noted above, the Swiatek/Breen 
book was printed in large numbers. Used copies appear on the internet starting 
around $15, while a few new copies may be had at prices ranging from $90 to 
$140. 

The final classic work on classic commemoratives is Q. David Bowers’ immense 
Commemorative Coins of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia. Published 
in 1991, this book has more than 700 pages and covers all USA commemoratives 
through that year. Bowers summarizes much of what is found in the books listed 
above and adds to it additional market information (now somewhat obsolete) and 
previously unpublished correspondence (which remains fresh and intriguing 
today). Used copies of the paperback edition may be found for as little as $22, but 
the hardcover edition is rare, a lightly used copy being the only entry found at $78.

Over the past few months, Morgan and Peace Dollars have been as active as 
most dealers can remember. 

In 1979 and 1980, silver was even higher than it is now; and MS 65 Morgan 
Dollars have not been this high since August 2006 when the FMV was $218. 
Today it is $215. Even when markets were substantially higher, demand was 
limited to fewer dealers and collectors and the number of coins available was not 
nearly what it is today. 

Current demand is so widespread that the leading buyers need hundreds of coins 
but cannot get enough to supply their customers. It is not just the MS 65 Morgan 
Dollars in demand, it is every grade all the way from Good to MS 67. Not only are 
they leading the market but Prooflike and Deep Mirror Prooflike Dollars, as well as 
Peace Dollars are threatening to dry up in the marketplace. 

The following FMV charts show how Dollars have progressed over the last five 
years. Back in January 2006, MS 65 Morgan Dollars showed an FMV of $150. 
Silver was only $9.04 an ounce. Circulated Dollars in Good were only $11.21 
each.

As you can see, since January there has been quite a jump in the FMV. Further, 
there does not seem to be any let up in demand. In the last two weeks we have 
seen an increase in the number of dealers stretching their buy prices in order to 
acquire coins for their customers. Whether they are buying MS 63s, 64s, or 65s, if 
they do not pay a little higher than the next dealer, they will not be successful in 
filling their needs.

Within the Peace Dollar chart you can see how they have performed since 
January 2006. The high FMV for MS 65 Peace Dollars was $200 in July 2006. 
Since then, an increase in the populations and a decrease in buying interest had 
forced the FMV to the recent lows. However, during this latest run, the buyers are 
back and prices are climbing at a breakneck pace. Dealers are reporting that their 
clients have been putting away Peace and Morgan Dollars by the hundreds for 
future appreciation. 

It is obvious that the higher metals are fueling the current coin market. In fact, they 
have been for the last two years. Silver is up from the $9 level in January 2006 to 
over $37 an ounce. That is four times what it was, while MS 65 Morgan Dollars 
have only increased a little over 40% in the same timeframe. Most of this increase 
has been in the last few months. Keep in mind that there is a lot more Silver 
available than all the MS 63 to MS 65 Morgan and Peace Dollars combined. At 
some point collectors and investors may look back and realize just how 
inexpensive these Silver Dollars were in 2011. 

While buyers are concentrating on Gold and Silver, there are a lot of coins being 
ignored. Washington Quarter sets (1932-1964) in Good condition are currently 
listed at an FMV of $841.23. In March of 2007 they were $592.60 when Silver was 
$14.31. With Silver up over $23 since then, the Quarter set is up only 42%. In MS 
60, the FMV in March 2007 was $4,563.32 against today’s FMV of $4,881.03. 

This shows an increase of only 7%. An MS 63 set was $8,962.35 and today it is 
actually lower at $7,533.36. 


A look at Walking Liberty Halves (1916-1947) in Good condition shows that the 
FMV was $1,108.73, while today it is $1,560.01; up 40%. In MS 60 the March 



2007 FMV was $49,848 and today Walkers have an FMV of $57,416. That is just 
15% higher. In addition, the MS 63 set was $125,097 in 2007 and today it has 
increased to just $130,179. 

If you look back at Morgan and Peace Dollar FMV prices just prior to this current 
run, you might notice that their percentage increases were relatively minor, similar 
to the current prices of Washington Quarters and Walking Liberty Halves. If history 
is any indication, at some point we may see a considerable run like Dollars are 
enjoying right now. Granted, the sets in Good condition may not be the most 
collectable, but it would seem that the better date issues would have to catch up 
at some point in the future, all things being equal. 

These are just a few examples of coins or series that appear to be out of whack at 
this time based on the current metals market. If the metals continue to increase, 
or even maintain their current status, it would make sense that several other 
series would have to do some catching up over the next few years.

From 1862 to 1876, most of the nation was without silver coins in daily circulation, 
as these were worth more than the depreciated paper money introduced to 
finance the Civil War. 

Despite this situation, experimentation with the designs of the silver coins 
continued. 

Hired by the U. S. Mint as its chief engraver in 1869, succeeding the late J. B. 
Longacre, William Barber produced an amazing portfolio of work in just his first 
few years. Seen here is his interpretation of the Seated Liberty figure in use since 
1837. On this copper impression, coined with a reeded edge, it is paired with the 
regular reverse type of 1870. Rare (R7 in Pollock), this specimen is a fully struck 
gem with remarkably pristine surfaces. Its obverse is a pleasing blend of olive and 
sea greens with rich magenta, while its reverse is a deep russet with accents of 
gunmetal blue.

The set, priced at $41.95, contains proof quality versions of the quarter- 
dollar coins honoring Gettysburg National Military Park (Pennsylvania), Glacier 
National Park (Montana), Olympic National Park (Washington), Vicksburg National

Each quarter is struck in lustrous 90 percent silver. 

The set was originally scheduled for release on March 29 but was delayed 
because of re-pricing resulting from the rising market price of silver. 

The proof coins in these sets are minted at the United States Mint at San 
Francisco using specially prepared, highly polished dies and feature frosted 
cameo images on mirror-like backgrounds. The coins — each bearing the “S” mint 
mark for San Francisco — are sealed in a protective lens and accompanied by a 
Certificate of Authenticity.
